I use a dummy load similar to the ones Arnie Coro has described. 

Mine consists of 11 560 Ohm 1/2w resistors in parallel. It's built 

"tepee style" on a PL-259 plug. A piece of #14 solid wire is coldered 

to the plug's center contact, and one lead of each resistor is wrapped around 
and soldered to this wire. The other leads of the resistors are fanned out 
around the plug body. I wrapped a ring of wire around the leads to hold 

them in place, and then soldered this to the plug. It may be a little 

ugly, but works well at hf, and you can't beat the price! Construction 

time is about 15 minutes, but you need a soldering gun (or a high wattage 
iron) to solder to the connector body.

Yep there is and it is the same for most Kenwood products. Turning the 
power control down will get you in the 5 to 10 watt class. From there 
using the carrier control will get you into the milliwatt class. If I 
remember there is also a switch in the bottom of the TS-850 that will 
drop max power to 50 watts. I've had my TS-950SDX into the single 
milliwatt range playing with the above controls and selecting different 
8.83 transmit filters. There is a hidden menu that allows you to select 
different filters while in the transmit mode. The filters in the IF 
path have slightly different losses that can help get you lower power in 
the millewatt range. Also works great for hi-fi SSB and AM. Can't 
remember how to activate it right now but, if interested I will look it 
up in the service manual.

A couple of these produced coronal mass 
ejections (CME) that flung particles out into space that may impact the 
earth and cause us some problems over the next few days. It also 
suggests the sun may continue into a more active period for awhile. 


There has also been almost a perpetual coronal hole on the sun for 
several rotations. As it is visable on the earth facing side of the 
sun, these coronal holes also spew out particles that can hit the 
earth, sometime releasing them in the form of energetic "streams." 
Much of the noisy bands conditions over the past month (on and off) 
are due to the particle radiation from these coronal holes.

As the particle radiation strikes the earth, it wiggles our magnetic 
field, generating huge currents, which is the cause of the elevated 


noise levels on HF. The "co-rotating shock" refers to a shock wave 
traveling along with the solar wind. The difference is that particle 
radiation from a coronal hole is mostly MASS, with very little velocity. 
It is the MASS striking the earth that causes our magnetic field to 
become disturbed. However, a shockwave, which often has very little 
mass, but is traveling fast, can also disturb our magnetic field and 
cause geomagnetic storming due to its VELOCITY. 


Right now, we are being effected by both mechanisms.

One of the M-class flares yesterday also produced a CME that flung 
particles out into space (a CME is MASS and VELOCITY together!). It 
came from the northwest quadrant of the sun, which means we probably 
won't take a direct hit, but either be skimmed by it, or the earth 
will plow through the particles ahead of us a bit later. If a direct 
hit, it takes about 50 hours to get to the earth. If we plow through 
it's wake later, it will occur many hours later. That's why the time 
of occurance, or severity of the storm, is so difficult to predict in 
this case. As the shock wave passes the LASCO and SOHO satellites, a 
better prediction can be made ... but big deal, that is only about an 
hours warning! 


If we have a MINOR STORM tomorrow (K index 4-5 or higher), it will mean 
elevated and bursty noise and static, but not a blackout condition.

I've never dealt with Mail Boxes Etc., but I've heard lots of horror 
stories about them. I have the good fortune of having a spouse who works 
at a place that has daily UPS pick up. I've been told, though, that you 
can call UPS and tell them you have a package and they'll stop by your 
house the next day and pick it up (or I guess you could take it to work if 
you didn't want to wait around the house all day). 


These third-party outfits are right--they can charge anything they want and 
there's nothing we can do about it. Except use another shipper. 


I've found that light items go best and fastest with USPS Priority Mail. 
The nice thing with it is that if you have a small heavy item, such as a 
gel-cell battery, you can shove it in one of their flat-rate envelopes and 
mail it anywhere in the country for $3.20. 


If you have a bulky heavy item, UPS generally beats USPS. UPS also 
includes $100 insurance at no extra charge. I've heard stories both ways 
about this, and I don't know how efficient they are at processing claims. 

I guess it all comes down to exploring your options beforehand and being as 
certain as you can of what you're getting, together with being prepared to 
be disappointed in any case.

I too have had great success with USPS Priority mail. Quick, efficient, 
and resonably priced. I've used a second source shipper on occasion for 
both USPS and UPS shipping, and while they're a bit more expensive than 

going directly to the post office, I've not had the gross excess in cost 
that some have experienced. 


Be aware that UPS wants very much to get out of the direct counter 
service business, and have all their business done either by direct pick 
up, or through the various second source shippers. This information 
came from an acquaintance who is a UPS station manager. I had 


complained to him a bit about UPS's decreasing service at Christmas 
time. When they used to open up extra hours with extra space and more 
personnel, nowadays, they tend to have less service at Christmas than 
they have the rest of the year. 


Twenty five years ago I started using UPS for pretty much all of my 
shipping needs, but it's gotten to where the USPS is actually better for 
small to medium sized packages. I think the USPS has really been trying 
to meet the needs of shippers the last few years, whereas 25 years ago 
they didn't seem to care.

>final kit will do it if D9, etc., is not re-installed or left intact 
>instead of being removed and replaced with a jumper wire as per Dave's

I made the AGC mod on my rig as per Dave's instructions, including 
replacing D9 with a jumper, and have not experienced the problem even at 
highest power output (just under 7W). Maybe I'm just lucky. Or maybe the 
AGC is not adjusted/working properly. When in transmit, the AGC voltage 
should drop to near zero which should prevent anything from getting thru 
the 602. However, I did notice that if I left R52 connected across the 
audio mute FET, I got some "whomp" in the receive audio when the rig was 
keyed.

The unit is a 275 w Johnson Matchbox, according to my MB manual. The 
original had three feedthroughs. THis may have been modified for coax 


output but can be restored by replacing the feedthroughs and doing the 
following. Wires from the centers of the differential capacitor set (the 
4 section unit) go to each of the antenna feedthroughs. The third is a 
single wire terminal from the top of the tank and differential 
combination, designed to be used with a return through the ground 
connection. Finding the right size ceramic feedthroughs is 

essentially a hamfest hunt, unless someone with a unit and a good junk box 
just happens to have a set. These are pillar types, with a longer pillar 
outside and a shorter one inside, with a central threaded rod and nuts in 
great enough number to clamp wires both inside and out. The cork washers 
are nice to have where metal meets ceramic. Mine are 1/25" total outside 
diameter, but my case is buttoned up and so I do not know the hole size. 


The KW match box used a coax fitting instead of the third ceramic 
terminal. 


If the price is right for someone, it appears that this unit could be 
restored to initial condition with the discovery of usable ceramic 
feedthroughs and a little wire routing. 


The ground connection and the coax RF input are low down on the box rear, 
and the terminal strip has provision for a 300-Ohm receiver line--in case 
one has an old Hamerlund/National/RME/Hallicrafters around. THe 300-Ohm 
line taps the link at a different place than the 50-Ohm coax input. THey 
also had a relay for TR switching--for use with a Johnson TR switch, of 
course. 


Hope this is useful, not only for this unit, but for those others may 
discover at hamfests, etc.

Got a few more mins on the HT 750 and here's a little more info. 
Part 2 , battery power / external antenna / misc notes 


External antenna; 

40m I put the HT-750 on an external antenna in the evening during the BC 
time 9pm est( using a Gap Titian vert ).... NG! Front end was 
over-powered. 


But there is a pre-amp switch on the bottom which should normally be 
on...After turning off the pre-amp there was an inprovement. Signals I 
couldn't hear ( but were on my Knwd 850 ) before were there now. With 
the band so crowded and signals so strong the radio couldn't handle it 
(many radios have problems with the BC stations), times such as these 
the pre-amp needs to be off! 


This morning, I tried 40m agn with much better results. I left the 
pre-amp on and and got good reports, no staturation of the front 
end...tho 2 stations said there were a lot of highs in the audio on ssb. 
CW contact with Va at what looked like 1 watt ( on AA batteries ) , I 
wish I had a more accurate power meter! 


15m was still quiet this am, Got a 57 from F5 staion... radio abt on par 
with a low power ssb radio like my SG2020. 


6m was real quiet except for a beacon in FN20 ( I'm in FN30 ) 


Batteries; 
I've been using both a 7ah gell for external power and the internal 8 
aa's. The radio is rated at 3w on 40/15m's ... Power is down when on 


alkalines from rated but seems higher than rated 3w on 13v. 

The batteries are holding up well and current is prob close to listed 
100ma/1.5a for rx/tx @3w 

I haven't run a actual current draw test on the unit yet but will soon. 


Misc notes; 

The things I spotted since the last post; 

1)The schematic shows diodes (2) off of the 13.8v input so if you mess 
up, it will prob be ok. 

2)If you turn off the BEEP you loose the sidetone on CW ... took me a 


few mins to fiq that one(not in book) 

3)You CAN use Nicads or Alkalines as there is a CHARGE/EXTERNAL switch 
on the bottom 

4)My Yeasu speaker mic is the same as the one with this radio... Any 
standard mic for an HT will do 

5)Radio Shack sells a coiled cig lighter cord with 2.1mm coaxial plug 
($6 for radar det i think) I use this as if the fuse goes, it's red LED 
goes out 


Corrections; 
The power coax plug is a 5.5/2.1 in size not the 5.5/2.5 prev posted. 


In all, I like this HT, tho I wish it had 10m instead of 6. The size is 
a little larger than the current tech could allow but still not bad for 
a radio ht dated ‘94... It all still fits in a small box and is usable 

even with the telescpoic antennas ( if you want to try hard ).

I use Priority Mail quite a bit too, but it has one drawback and I sure don't 
understand why the USPS finds it so difficult to see the marketing 
implications!

Nice experiment, but remember, there are two separate issues. What 

YOU are looking at is what light gives you the best vision, in this 
application 

it would be the short end of the spectrum or blue. However, what other 
people were talking about earlier was what light could be used at night 
without upsetting night vision, in that case, the long end of the 
spectrum 

or red. If you plan on sitting and just starting at the radio, or ata 
clipboard 

you are making notes on, or otherwise a ‘self contained' area, then the 
blue light would be a better fit to your needs. However, if your 
application 

is such that you have to repeatedly look ‘outside' of your illuminated 
area, 

then the light that doesn't affect your night vision is more desireable, 
which 

is the red.

(I'm no expert on GPS, but here is my put. It may be of interest 
to some on the list, those considering GPS for ARS-QRP.) 


Yes, most GPS units provide storing waypoints based on a real time fix 
and referencing a waypoint as the steerpoint. The way I would do your 
task (with a Garmin II+) would be to save a waypoint at site 1, select 
this new waypoint as the "GOTO" steerpoint", then travel on to site 2. 
The GPS unit will give real time bearing and distance back to site 1 
all the way and finally at site 2. The bearing you needed from 

site #1 to #2 is 180 degrees from the bearing being displayed when 

on top of site 2, per this method. 


This type of feature is critical for offshore sailing "Man Over Board" drill. 
Most GPS units have a short cut to the MOB feature and give this feature 
the special attention it deserves. 


In a more general sense, I think there is a way to determine bearing 
and distance among any two (saved) waypoints, but I've not used that 
feature on my unit. 


My unit has a simulator mode which provides full calculation 
functionality without satellite reception. This feature is handy for 
before/after trip activities, ie, working with routes & waypoints 
while deep inside a building ! That's probably where a PC might be 
lurking, waiting to gobble up waypoint info and spit out more bearing 
data than you'd ever want. 


If the more general capability is what you need, let me know 


and I'll check it out on my unit. 


Oh, and a gentle reminder, be aware of the error on each waypoint fix. 

The distance traveled between #1 and #2 needs to be much greater 

than either of the £ix errors. And on that subject, the II+ has an 
averaging feature that improves accuracy. It can do no better than 

any other non-differential GPS, but it allows you to pick a fix 

built on better statistics than a non-averaged fix. I use this feature too.

>five toroids worth about 3 bucks. Happened to me twice this week with

>companies. With computers these days, how come they can't check stock 

while >you 

>are entering your order? 


I got burnt several times this way too!! My radio homebrewing experience is 
very frustrating here in this country- it could drag on for months just for 
lacking parts. Back when I was in Taiwan, I can get almost any parts by 
going to the electronics district in Taipei and bring home all the parts I 
need in one trip. Here, you have to go thru mail order to get any decent 
parts, there is simply no place that will carry the parts we homebrewer 
uses. Mail orders (or thru the web) is a hassle most of the time for me. A 
lot of times, I received the stuff that were there just to meet their 
minimum order but the parts I need were not in stock. I had to sometimes 
order from several places and even multiple times in order to get the parts 
I need for my project. Now a days, I tried to use companies like Digikey and 
Allied Electronics that shows stock status on their on line order page. For 
smaller companies don't order thru the web, call them instead and ask them 
whether they have the parts you need in stock- before you order other junks 
just to meet their minimum order requirement.
